in Money, Suzar, Cotton, or Indigo? They always did be- 
fore the Year 1716, and confequently, when the Englifo 
are prohibited from taking French Rum and Molaiies, 1 
will be of no Valae to them; for ix is not to be imagined, 
that they could diftil their Molaffes into Rum, and fend it 
into Europe fot lefs than 12 d. a Gallon, which they muftdo 
to underfel French Brandy. 

To fum all; it is my Opinion, that we fhall not employ 
one Ton of Shipping lJefs than we have lately done to the 
French Mlands; but that the Shipping of the Northern Co- 
lonies will be render’d much more ferviceable to this King- 
dom, as they will be frequently freighted by the Foreigners 
to bring their Commodities to Europe, and by that Means 
will call at Great Britain, and there refit and take in Goods 
and Merchandize of Briti/p Produce or Manufafture, rather 
than return empty. And if we prohibit the Ufe of French 
Rum and Molaffes, which no other People ufe or value, and 
which are no Benefit to our Northern Colonies, the French, 
notwithitanding their having and poflefling better Lands, 
will never be capable of under-felling us at the European 
Markets. For all Things confidered, we liave as many or 
more natural Advantages than the French have; but from 
1716 hitherto, they have, without Limitation, enjoyed all 
thofe Advantages by having their Providions, Horfes, and 
Lumber, as cheap as our own People. To thefe are prin- 
cipally owing their vait Increa‘e and Improvements fince 
that Time ; for they have imported their Commodities into 
our Dominions 15 per Cent. cheaper than we could import 
our own, they have been fupplied with Provifions, Cattle, 
and Lumber, for what they ufed to throw away; and if 
the Bill now depending in Parlisment piffes will again throw 
away ; fo that we fhell be more upon a Par with them, and 
by our Prudence and OEconomy for the future, fhew that 
we know how to makea proper Uie of ihole natural Ad- 
vantages which we are poifeit of. The French, who ever 
fince the Peace of Utrecht have had more Encouragement 
from us, than our own People have had, by importing their 
Produce to us at lefs Duties, will foon feel the Effeéts of 
this Bill, and will not be able to under-work our Sugar 
Iflanders, as they have lately done, even to the endangering 
the Lofs of that Trade, which hath been, and will again 
prove of infinite Advamtage to Great Britain, if this Bill 
fhouid pais.

Onftantinople, Fan. 8. N.S. Publick Rejoicings have 

been made here three Days fucceflively, for the Cef- 
fation of Arms agreed upon between the King of Per/ia 
and the Bafhaw of Babylon.

On the 4th Init. an 
extraordinary Divan was held in the Seraglio, after which 
the Perfian Ambaflador was fet at Liberty, who had been 
in Prifon feveral Months. The ufual Works at the Arfenal 
are continued without Intermiffion, and the Fleet which is 
fitting out will be ready to fail by the Beginning of May 
next. The Sultan has fent Orders to the Regencies of

The Turkifo Conful is recalled, and 
prepares for his fudden Departure. The Republick of Gena 
has remitted 30,000 Crufades for the Joxperia/ Troops in 
Corfica, which ’tis faid ste going to be augmented to the 
Number of 10,000 eeftive Men, provided the Rebels 
continue obftinate. 

Berlin, March 8. N.S. The Entertainment and Diver- 
fions’ for the Duke of Lorrain go on, and nothing elfe for 
the prefent is minded. The King has not been right well 
for fome Time, for which Reafon he was this Day let Blood. 
However, he goes out, and does Bufinefs as ufual. Seven 
fine Horfes from Spain, Naples, and Baréary, were fhewn 
his Majefty the 2d Inft. being a Prefent from the Emperor. 
They write from Peterséurg, that the Princefs of Meck- 
lemburg is indifpofed. 

Hague, Feb. 29. N. §. Count Merci, lately Commander 
in Chief of the Emperor’s Forces in Jta/y, continues in- 
difpofed ; but his Phyficians give him Hopes of a perfect 
Recovery by the Ufe of the Waters of Car//dad, which he 
is going to try. His Imperial Majefty has made a Prefent 
of 10,000 Florins to the Baron Van Kirchner, his fecond 
Commiffioner in the Diet of Ratishon. We have certain 
Advice of a Prodigy lately difeovered in Hungary, at a 
Place called Heyducken, namely, of dead Bodies iucking, as 
it were, the Blood of the Living; for the latter vifibly dry 
up, while the former are filled with Blood. And they have . 
even tranfinitted to the Jmperial Council of War a true 
Copy of the Relation attefled by unexceptionable Wit- 
nefles.
